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California is rich in lovely valleys, and conspicuous among 
them all for charm of climate, fertility of soil, and wealth of 
natural gifts of wood and stream and spring, stands Sonoma— 
charming Valley of the Moon, so named by the Indians because 
of the singularly brilliant moonlight effects seen there. 

‘Ihe valley is about thirty miles long, and its average width 
is not over five miles. Its southern shores skirt the bay of San 
Pablo, and it extends to within a few miles of Santa Rosa on 
the north. ‘he intervening mountains separate it from Peta- 
luma Valley on the west, and from Napa Valley on the east. 


CLIMATE. 

A guarding circle of lofty mountains holds this pretty valley 
in its embrace, sheltering it from winds and fogs, and opening 
to the south, invites sunshine and mild tempering breezes. 

Nowhere in California can a more perfect climate be found 
than in Sonoma Valley. ‘Ihe proximity of the ocean equalizes 
the winter climate, while the gentle breezes from the sea temper 
the heat.of summer, so that here it is neither so warm in sum- 
mer nor so cold in winter as in the great interior valleys of the 
state. ‘his mild and equable and yet bracing climate has 
made this valley a haven of health for the invalid. 

he old Mission Padres never made an unwise choice of 
location, but invariably selected the best, and in 1823, they 
established a Mission in Sonoma Valley, which they pro- 
nounced “best adapted for Mission purposes by reason of its 
climate, location, abundance of wood and stone, and above all 
for its innumerable and most excellent springs and streams.” 


“WATER, WATER EVERYWHERE.” 

Water in California may be likened to a magic wand in the 
hand of man, at the touch of which the brown hillsides and 
valleys are transformed into visions of beauty. In Sonoma Val- 
ley is to be found in plenty this one thing lacking in so many 
other places to perfect the gifts of climate, scenery and soil 
which generous nature has showered upon California. 

A wealth of springs in the northern mountains gives birth to 
a beautiful perennial stream, the Sonoma Creek, which flows 
the whole length of the valley, fed in its course by numerous 
other springs and lesser tributary streams. ‘The waters prisoned 
in the surrounding mountains burst out in a line of springs 
along their base on every side of the valley, and flowing artesian 
wells may be seen at many places. 

his abundant and never-failing supply of water, which now 
runs to waste to mingle with the sea, willin the near future like 
the loadstone, exert its magic power to draw to its vicinity the 
many who are seeking a spot where they may find combined 
with the charming climate and lovely scenery of California, the 
one thing which it so much lacks, a plentiful supply of water. 
For without this no home can be surrounded with lawn and 
garden, or with the flowers and vines which should embower it. 


“VALES THAT TEEM WITH FRUITS.” 


Sonoma has long been known as a valley of vineyards and 
orchards, and years of experience have proven that every vari- 
ety of grape and fruit, nut and berry, can be grown to perfec- 
tion in this favored locality, where both soil and climate are 
so peculiarly adapted to their culture. 

All fruits and grapes are grown entirely without irrigation, 
and are far superior to those which are irrigated, not only in 
color and flavor, but in firmness of texture, which enables them 
to bear shipment to distant Eastern markets without injury. 

It is the Hast that will in the future be the market for the 
fruits of California, and the area where grapes and fruit can 
be successfully grown is so small when compared with the vast 
territory which is their market, that the demand increases 
faster than the supply. The completion of the Santa Rosa 
and Carquinez Railroad will enable the fruit growers of Sonoma 
Valley to ship their products directly to the eastern cities with- 
out trans-shipment. 

A vineyard of table grapes or an orchard of prunes, Bartlett 
pears, peaches or apricots when in full bearing will yield a net 
revenue of $200 per acre, and under especially favorable cir- : 
cumstances, $500 per acre and even more. 

At the last Mechanics’ Fair the first premiums for 


Citrus Fruits, Table Grapes, Olives and Olive Oil 


were awarded to Sonoma Valley; and to the many who are 
looking for a locality where they may engage in the culture of 
these fruits, these awards are an assurance that in Sonoma 
Valley they will find all that they seek. 

Nowhere in the state can the olive be more successfully 
grown than in Sonoma Valley. It finds here every condition 
of climate and soil which it requires, and the profits to be real- 
ized from its culture are almost fabulous. 

An olive orchard will give a paying crop at six years 
old, and a ten-year-old orchard should yield an average 
of over 20 gallons of berries to the tree. Any quantity 
of pickled olives can now be sold at 75 cents a gallon in 
bulk. With roo trees to the acre, as in Mr. Cooper’s orchard, 
the yield per acre would be 2,000 gallons, which, at 75 cents a 
gallon, would furnish a return of $1,500 per acre; and the 
profits are quite as large if the olives be made into oil. The 
California oil now commands a much higher price than the 
imported article. Colonel George F. Hooper, whose twelve- 
year-old olive orchard is shown in the accompanying cut, sells 
his olive oil for $1.50 per bottle, and is unable to supply the 
demand for it. 

‘The yield of an olive tree increases yearly until a great age 
is attained, and there is scarcely a limit to the life of the tree. 
‘They will live for centuries, so that every one who establishes 
an olive grove will secure for himself a never-failing source of 
independent income and a heritage of wealth for generations 
yet to come. 


“LACHRYMA MONTIS,” 
THE HOME OF GENERAL VALLEJO. 


One of the first of European race to behold the beauties of 
Sonoma Valley was that grand old Native Son of the Golden 
West, General M. G. Vallejo. Long before the discovery of 
gold had attracted the Argonauts to our shores, he ascended the 
western slope of the range of mountains separating Sonoma 
from Petaluma Valley, and on reaching the summit, saw spread 
out to the eastward before him in all its loveliness, the Valley 
of the Moon, set like a gem in the midst of the surrounding 
mountains, carpeted with wild flowers, and covered with groves 
of magnificent oaks and other trees, under which herds of elk 
and antelope wandered undisturbed. 

General Vallejo was charmed with the vision of beauty which 
lay before him. With the whole of California to choose from, 
familiar with every nook and corner of the State, he selected as 
his home aspot in Sonoma Valley where he still lives. A 
spring gushing forth from the adjacent mountain suggested the 
name which he gave to his home: Lachryma Montis—The 
Mountain Tear. ‘The old mansion nestles in the midst of a 
splendid grove of orange, lemon, olive and fig trees, many of 
which are over forty years old and have grown from seed 
planted by the hand of Mrs. Vallejo. 

One needs only to stroll beneath these magnificent trees to 
realize the beauties with which a home in this favored valley 
may be surrounded. ‘The vivid green of the orange and lemon 
trees, forming a striking contrast to the golden fruit with which 
they are laden, mingles with the dark verdure of the olive, 
while slender palms waving with the gentlest breeze, and 
splashing fountains, add to the beauty of the scene. Golden 
clusters of grapes hang in their season from vines which trail 
their luxuriant green over wall and arbor, and the whole forms 
a picture of loveliness rarely to be seen. 


THE AGUA CALIENTE RANCHO. 


About a mile from the home of General Vallejo was the 
southern line of the Agua Caliente Rancho, one of the fairest 
domains granted to him by the Mexican Government. ‘This 
grant extended along the eastern side of the valley for several 
miles, reaching from the eastern bank of Sonoma Creek to the 
hills. 

The most beautiful spot on the whole rancho, a knoll at its 
extreme southern end, surrounded by a network of springs, 
overlooking to the north the unbroken grove of grand old oaks 
which covered the grant, and commanding a view of the most 
beautiful portion of the valley, was chosen as the site for the 
old Ranch House, and on this spot will be erected the 
Hotel Verano. 

Near by was the hot sulphur spring, famous for the wonder- 
ful cures effected by its healing waters. ‘This spring gave its 
name to the grant, and also to the Agua Caliente Creek which 
formed its southern boundary. 


VERANO PARK. 


A tract of land of over a thousand acres, around and ad- 
joining the knoll where the Hotel Verano will be built, and 
extending across the valley from the hills on its eastern side, 
to Sonoma Mountain on the west, is being laid out asa Park 
for Villa Homes, and will be called Verano Park. 

Nowhere in California is there a spot more desirable than this 
for the purpose to which it will be devoted. Located in the 
heart of this beautiful valley, with a climate noted for its mild- 
ness, surrounded by romantic and picturesque scenery on every 
side, possessing an abundant and never failing supply of water, 
with a railroad station on the premises, now only a little over 
two hours and a half from San Francisco, and this time soon to 
be shortened fully an hour, no more attractive or desirable 
place for a home could be found. 

The Sonoma Creek flows through the center of the park. 
Beyond the strip of bottom land on the creek, the land rises, 
on the eastern side of the valley, to a gently undulating 
plateau which is covered with a growth of oaks and man- 
zanitas, except where they have been cleared away to make 
room for orchards and vineyards. ‘To the east of this plateau 
rises a beautifully wooded knoll, called Manzanita Park. From 
the summit of this knoll the whole valley is spread out before 
the eye, with its farms and orchards and vineyards, and fields 
of grain and pasture, and beautiful groves of natural trees. 
Verano lies at the observer’s feet, stretching from the knoll to the 
creek, while across the creek the land slopes gently upward from 
its western bank to the base of Sonoma Mountain, which rises 
grandly up on the western side of the valley, its picturesque 
slopes covered with a dense growth of wood and timber, except 
where it has been cleared for vineyards, which may be seen far 
up the mountain’s side. On the north are Hood’s Mountain and 

3ennett Peak, robed in tints of azure, while away to the south 
stretches the bay of San Pablo, with the blue peaks of Mount 
Diablo in the distance. 

The knoll slopes away on the east into a lovely little vale, 
lying just at the mouth of the Caliente Canyon, through which 
the Agua Caliente Creek finds an outlet to the valley. ‘The 
scenery in this canyon is picturesque in the extreme. The 
creek in places glides along in shady dells, and through over- 
hanging groves of willows and alders, between banks overgrown 
with mosses and ferns, and then plunges down through rocky 
gorges and over huge rocks and boulders—forming beautiful 
cascades and waterfalls, until it finally reaches the valley, and 
flows along the southern line of Verano Park. 

Not over three miles away, in the midst of a magnificent 
grove of redwood trees, are the Hooker Falls, so named after 
of Lookout Mountain fame, who in 
early days owned and resided on a portion of the Rancho Agua 
Caliente. 

There are beautiful drives leading in every direction from 
Verano through the valley, one of the most charming of which 
will be the drive along the banks of Sonoma Creek.

THE HOT SPRING. 


The numerous sulphur, soda, magnesia and other min- 
eral and medicinal springs scattered through Sonoma 
County, justly entitle it to be considered the sanitarium of 
the State. Near the banks of the Sonoma Creek and on 
the grounds adjoining the hotel, is the famous Hot Spring 
from which the Agua Caliente Rancho takes its name. 
The temperature of this spring is 103° farenheit. How 
far back in prehistoric times this spring has been known 
and its healing waters availed of, we know not, but from 
unquestionable evidence we do know that before the Span- 
ish and Mexican occupation the Indians resorted to it for 
the cure of ills to which the aboriginal flesh was heir. ‘That 
it was equally well known and used by the Mexicans and 
native Californians, is proved by the name it bears, and 
the traditions concerning it, ascribing to it the qualities of 
a veritable Pool of Siloam. It is the intention of the 
company to develope this spring to its utmost, and to erect 
over ita building with swimming and plunge baths of the 
most approved designs, and thus make it a valuable adjunct 
of the hotel for the use of its guests. 


THE LAKE. 


The water from this hot spring flowing over into Sonoma 
Creek, makes the water of that stream warmer here than 
anywhere else, and this has long been a favorite bathing 
place. A dam will be constructed across the creek just 
below this point, by which means a lake can be formed 
nearly half a mile long. ‘This splendid bathing pool, with 
the hot spring baths ‘tight adjoining, will render this one 
of the most complete | sathing resorts anywhere to be found. 
The lake will also afford a delightful place for boating and 
canoeing. 


THE HOTEL VERANO. 


Our modern town-builders realize that one of the most 
important matters to be taken into consideration in laying 
out a prospective municipality, is the erection of a hotel ; 
and the more beautiful the site selected for such a purpose, 
the more attractive its natural and artistic surroundings, 
and the more it can be made to conform to modern require- 
ments of architectural beauty and internal conveniences, 
the more likely is it to be successful in attracting and giv- 
ing satisfaction to its guests, and becoming a paying 
investment for its projectors. ‘The Verano and Company 
recognize and appreciate the truth and force of these con- 
siderations, and the site selected for the Hotel Verano has 
every advantage of location and beautiful surroundings 
which could be desired. 

Near the Sonoma Creek, and within a short distance 
from the railroad station, is the knoll spoken of before as 
the place where the old ranch house stood. Nowhere in 
California is there presented to the eye a more charming 
scene than that overlooking the valley from this eminence, 
especially in summer when the vivid green of vineyard and 
orchard is contrasted with the brown or yellow fields of 
grain and pasture, and interspersed with the dark foliage 
of groves of magnificent oaks and laurels, while through 
the center Sonoma Creek winds its way between thickly 


wooded banks; and in a short drive this lovely landscape 
may be changed for the wildest mountain scenery : forests 
of redwood, steep canyons and rocky gorges, and ‘‘’Tor- 
rents that from cliff to valley leap.” 

A network of springs coming out all around the knoll, 
gives rise to the brook which skirtsits base. So numerous 
are these springs that it would seem that here must be the 
outlet of some underground stream of large proportions. 
This inexhaustible supply of water will be used in beau- 
tifying the grounds around the hotel with lakelets, streams 
and fountains. ‘The knoll chosen for the hotel-site will 
be laid out in ornamental grounds, with sloping lawns 
reaching down to the brook at its base, which will be 
spanned with rustic bridges, connecting with paths and 
drives leading to Sonoma Creek and along its banks. 

On this lovely spot, where nature seems to have 
exhausted herself in providing everything that is capable 
of charming the senses, the Horr, VERANO is being 
built. With all these natural advantages and the ample 
meaus at the disposal of the company, they are determined 
to make it the handsomest and most attractive hotel in 
Northern California, and as widely known throughout the 
East as the Raymond Hotel at Pasadena. If they succeed 
in doing this, and there is no reason to doubt it, for its 
conductors bring to their task the ripe experience of simi- 
lar successful projects, it will also be the most SUCCESSFUL 
enterprise of the kind, not only in Northern California, but 
in the whole State.

‘The most striking feature of the display is the grape 
arch which unites the two principal sections into which the 
display is divided. ‘There are five pyramids of wine in bottles 
—Clarets, Burgundies, Rieslings, Gutedels and Hocks, with 
brandies.

Dried and preserved fruits occupy no small place. Joseph 
Neuman’s exhibit of natural silk worms in all stages, from the 
larvee to the eggs, excites much interest. Olive oil and 
pickled olives are shown. Every variety of pickles, cucum- 
bers, melons, English marrows, corn (some of it fourteen 
feet high with four ears on each stalk), Japanese persim 
mons, Engiish hawthorne, Scotch Rowan tree, tomatoes 
peppers, gigantic sunflowers, plants, wild flowers, ferns, grasses, 
mosses, cereals in sheaves, sacks and bottles, Indian chutney, 
building stone, chalk, cork oak, cotton, wool, bamboo, cheese, 
butter, milk, leather, charcoal, coal, hops, argols, 150 specimens 
of native rocks, mineral waters, natural fire and petrified woods, 
Rhus tox, fourteen samples of earth and vine cuttings are 
exhibited. 

It can be said with truthfulness that no more complete or 
magnificent exhibit of the resources of a section has ever been 
made in California than that of Sonoma valley. It attracts 
great attention and will cause many to seek their homes there. 
It is an incontrovertible demonstration of the fact that Sonoma 
valley in its climate, fertility and productions has no superior 
and has doubtless but few, if any, equals.
